17. (New) A method of preventing or modulating a T cell-mediated response in a 
host comprising administering to the host an isolated S. aureus Map protein having an 
amino acid sequence according to SEQ ID NO:2 in an amount effective to prevent or 
modulate said T cell-mediated response in the host. 

18. (New) The method according to Claim 17 wherein the T cell-mediated response is 
delayed-type hypersensitivity (DTH). 

19. (New) A method of treating or preventing a condition associated with 
overstimulation of T cells in a human or animal patient comprising administering to the 
host an isolated S. aureus Map protein having an amino acid sequence according to 
SEQ ID NO:2 in an amount effective to treat or prevent said condition associated with 
overstimulation of T cells. 

20. (New) A method according to Claim 19 wherein the condition associated with 
overstimulation of T cells is toxic shock syndrome. 

21. (New) A method of treating or preventing a T cell lymphoproliferative disease 
comprising administering to the host an isolated S. aureus Map protein having an amino 
acid sequence according to SEQ ID NO:2, in an amount effective to treat or prevent a T 
cell lymphoproliferative disease. 
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
